The Anarchists Case. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—At au early 
hour this morning the conference 
room of the Supreme Court was un- 
comfortably crowded with lawyers 
and newspaper men who were waiting 
to hear the proceedings in the Chicago 
Anarchist’s case. Counsel for defense 
were in whispered consultation wt 1 
o’clock. Justics Harlan entered, and 
as soon as the room became quiet, 
without waiting for any motion or ap- 
plication from prisoners’ counsel, he 
began delivering his opinion witha 
slow, deliberate enunciation. After 
giving a brief summary of the appli- 
vation, he said: “If I should allow a 
writ ot error it is quite certain that 


counsel would have to repeat before 
the Court the arguments which they 
propose now to make before me. On 
tne other hand, if I should refuse a 
writ, defendants would be at liberty to 
review their application before any 
other Justice of the Supreme Court, 
and as human life and liberty are in- 
volved, that Justice might feel obliged, 
notwithstanding the previous refusal 
of the writ, to look into the case and 
determin» for himself whether a writ 
of error should be allowed. If he also 
refused, defendants could take the pa- 
pers to some other member of the 
Court, and so on until the Justice 
| granted the writ, In this case it is 
manifest that delays might occur that 
would be very embarrassing, in view 
of the short time intervening between 
the day and date fixed for carrying 
into effect the judgment of the Siate 
Court, as the case is one of a very se- 
rious character. In whatever aspect 
it — be regarded, I deem it proper 
to make an order, which I now do, 
that counsel present this application 
in open session to the end that early 
and final action may be had upon the 
question whether the Court bas juris- 
diction to review the judgment iu the 
case. There is no reasou why it may 
not be presented to the Court this ses- 
sion. 


She Wants Money or Gore. 

San Francisco, Oct. 20.—About

Donald spoke about it being late and 
he wished to retire. When about to 
leave the room Mrs. McDonald drew 


a pisto) and fired at him. Mo- 
Donald then seized her and attempted 
to take the pistol away, when she fired 
in. By this time she had fallen to 
the floor in the sucfile that ensued and 
McDouald, still attempting to grasp 
the pistol, was on top. Mrs, McDon- 
ald then fired a third shot, this one 
taking slight effect in his forehead. 

The guests of the hotel then rushed 
in and stopped furtber action. Mrs. 
McDonald was thea taken to the Cit 
Jail. She appeared cool and coll 
On her person was also found a dagger. 

How —*. McDonald is injured 
cannot now ascertained. This 
shooting is the outgrowth of well- 
known inartial troubles between Mrs. 
McDonald and her husband. The di- 
rect cause of the shooting appears to 
be as follows: The conversation had 
in the main been amicable until about 
the time they were to separate, when 
Mrs. McDonald proposed to McDon- 
ald, Sr., that if he would settle $50,000 
on her and $50,000 on her child she 
would compromise out of court pend- 
ing the divorce suit between herself 
and husband. If, however, McDon- 
ald Sr., would not give these amounts 
she would kill him, her child and 
husband. 

McDonald positively declined to 
give these amounts of money, saying 
that ber husband, his son, badalready 
given her more than $50,000. Upon 
his refasal to accept her proposition 
she fired, with the above results.

In conversation with a bright-

We gleanſthe following from an 
article in the last issue of the Ban 
Francisco Pacific Rural Press. It 
is interesting, as it affords us an op- 
portuvity of learning what disin- 
terested, but close observers think 
of us and our future: 

Nevada has come to be popularly 
known and spoken of as the Sage- 
brush State.“ Theugh applied to 
her io derision, such appellation is 
not altogether a misnomer. She 
bas more acres of sageland with 
more sage to the acre than any 
other country we wot of. The 
brush grows everywhere and in 
many places to a large size, resem- 
bling on some of the rich bottoms a 
dwarf tree. If, however, the ac- 
counts of the Nevada State Fair are 
not greatly exaggerated, it will be 
found that such general acceptance 
of the wild sage as the emblem of 
sterility involves some mistake. 


The products of the soil displayed 
at this fair would do no discredit to 
states noted for their agricultural 
resources. There were on exbibi- 
tion there herses and neat cattle 
hardly inferior to any to be seen 
elsewhere, with fruita, vegetables 
aod grains of which California her- 
self need not be asbamed, these 
being all raised in Nevada. 

What will greatly tend to pro- 
mote here every branch of agricul- 
ture, stock-raising included, ia the 
facility with which water can be 
obtained by artesian boring. Most 
of the wells sunk by this method, 
some of them out on the barren 
deserts, have proved successful, 
many of them yielding copiously 
at moderate depths. Issuing from 
nearly all the mountain ranges of | 
Nevada are numerous streams of | 
water, some of them of considera- | 
ble size. Many thousand acres of 
land can be irrigated by these 
streams when they come to be 
utilized for that purpose. Through 
recourse to dams and reservvirs, the 
capabilities of tuls water can be 
greatly increased. In the home 
markets created by the mines, the 
cattlemen and the cultivators of | 
the soil enjoy here another great 
advantage, the markets being close | 
at hand, while the prices realized | 
are apt to Le good. | 

The gold and silver mines, of | 
which there are an infinite number 
scattered over the State, are yield- 
ing now at the rate of $10,000,000 per 
unnum, the prospect being that 
this amount will undergo steady 
increment for some years to come. 
In the Eureka district large quan- 
tities of lead are turned out every 
year. ‘Consideratle values iv salt, 
soda and borax are also realized 
annually from the salines of Ne- 
vada, pe has valuable deposits of 
iron, copper aod sulphur, though | 
none of these are being worked at 
present. This isthe only country 
west of the Rocky mountains that 
is now produclug nickle in any 
quautity. The above, though the 
loading, by no means embrace all 
the valuable mineral products of | 
Nevada, than which few countries 
have been more bighly endowed 
with natural wealth. 

Despite her sage plains aud her 
sandy deserts, of which latter she | 
bas all too much, Nevada is to-day | 
w tolerably prosperous State, with 
a very evoouraging future before | 
her. As with most other sections | 
of the arid luoterior, the ideas that 
have generally obtained in regard 
to their agricultural value have 
been altogether misleading. They 
are not the barren regions they 
were represented to be by their 
early explorers, who, having trav- 
ersed them hastily aud under con- 
ditions of extreme hardship and 
discomfort, got naturally very un- 
favorable impressions of what they 
saw. Already the “Great Ameri- 
can Desert“ has been expunged 
from the maps, and it will not be 
long till this, Uke the gorgons of
